SUBJECT : Bequest for Extension of AEHOOT Project 



1. It is requested that the AEBOOT Project be exteisded for an addi- 
tional six rnonlhs to 30 Septeaber 1958. The project was last renewed on 
6 July 1957 for the period 1 NoTeaber 1956 to 31 March 1958« 

2* AEROOT is a roof project covering a nniober of CE and FI actlYities. 
A prelindnazy Headquarters review has resulted in the finding that continna- 
tion of AEROOT as a roof project appears no longer Justified. We are 
{banning to: 

a. Write separate FI projects for those assets of the roof 
project which have a reasonable chance of producing. 

b. Weed out those elenents which are non-productive. 

o. Separate valid CE assets and write a separate project 
around them. 

d. Terminate the roof project by 30 September 1958. 

3. The extension is necessary to give the Field and Headquarters 
sufficient time to complete a critical review of the project, ai>i to maifo 
funds available until new projects can be prepared and approved* 

U. The following agent personnel are presently active in the AEROOT 
project: 

a. AENEON/ll:, an Estonian by birth, is a naturalized U.S. 
citizen. Operational Approval C-I 4 . 8 I 97 was granted 

10 September 1956. He served as a contract agent in 
Helsinki, Finland, under academic cover. AENBON/lU 
will leave Helsinki in Septei>i>er 1958. His contract 
will not be renewed. 

b. AENBON /16 is a Baltic German. Operational Approval 
C-5356? was granted Hi December 1956. He has made 
one trip to the USSR on a merchant vessel. He serves 
as spotter for legal travelers to the Estonian SSR, 
lt- 4e-plaigied:tu~ ^aBsfwfc daim to the AECOHSAIB project*

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c. AENEON/21 Is an Estonian esdgre in West Germany* (^ra- 
tional Approval C-5958U was granted 30 September 1957* 
AENBON/21 was under conalderatien for a repatriation 
mission to Estonia , but declined the odsBlon* He vdAi 
terminated* 

d* AEMB0N/2U is an Estonian emigre residing in Germany* 

Opera^ozial Approval C-626^6 was granted 23 Janaary 1958*

a separate (7E project around hd^ operation, if develop- 
ments warrant continuation* 

e. AENEON/27 is an Estonian emigre residing in West Clennany* 
(^rational Approval C-61863 was granted 2U March 1958* 

He is an editorial assistant to AEHOOT/5* It is plained 
to terminate him. 

f. AENEOH/35 is an Estonian emigre residing in Finland* 
Operaldonal approval C-68U25 was granted 17 Jvine 1958* 

He served as an umritting Informant of AENEON/lii, and is 
being considered as a replacement for AENEON/lU* If he 
is placed Tinder salary, a separate FI project will be 
written for his operations* 

g* AER(X)T/5 is the editor of an emigre Estonian newspaper 

in West Germany. Operational Approval C-35273 was granted 
1 June 1955* He is in contact with a number of Soviet 
Estonians who have connections iirlth the R*I*5* It is 
planned to either terminate him, or to write a separate 
project around him with CE objectives* 

h* AEBOOT/6 is a Soviet Estonian whose connections with the 
R.I.S. have not been precisely detemined. He is presently 
on the staff of a Soviet Estonian newspaper in the capital 
of Soviet Estonia* 

i* AEBOOT/9 is a stateless Estonian residing in East Berlin* 

He serves as a cutout between AEHOOT/5 and AEROOT/6. 

J* AEFLIRTT/3 is a Soviet diplomat stationed in Stockholm. 

He is suspected of being an R.I.S. case officer 

5. During the period since the last renewal the following activity 
transpired: 

a. AEROOT/5 had one meeting with AEBOOT/6 in West Germany 
during the last project year, at which time AEROOT/6 
attempted to recruit AEROOT/5 for the R.I.S. Subsequent 
attenpts to have AEROOT/6 come out for another meeting 
have been unsuccessful. 



b. AEBOOT/5 BUdntained a correspondence vith AEBOOT/9* 
Attenpts to entice A£ROOT/9 to come to the West in an 
effort to clazifjr his status rLs-a-vls the R.I.S* ha-ve 
been unsuccessful* 

c* A£NEON/lU was sent to Finland to take advantage of an 
anticipated increase in Finnish>Estonian cultural ez- 
ebangea* The incz^ase did not naterialisOf due to 
nnesqplained Soviet restrictions on travel to Estonia 
this summer. AENEON/lU contacted and developed 
AENE0N/35> uho will serve as an Estonian asset in 
Finland. 

d. AENBON/21 was developed and partiallj trained for a 
repatriation mission to Soviet Estonia. He declined 
the misBion when he was part way throu^ his training* 

e* AENE0N/2U made one trip to Stockholm to contact an old 
friend of his> A£FLIRTV3> to assess him for possible 
recruitment in place*
